For a third time, the Crawford AuSable 
Board of Education will ask the voters in the 
district to pass an operational millage in 
order for the schools to remain open this 
year. 

The election is scheduled for this 
Monday. October 24th, with the polls open 
in the three precincts from 7:00 a.m. until 
8:00 p.m. 

In the June election, voters turned down 
three millage proposals, with the one for 
operation being defeated by only six votes. 

In the August election the board pre- 
sented only oné. millage proposal, that for 
operation, with revisions. that in asking for 
the millage for a five year period. Electors 
defeated this proposal by 233 votes. 

Monday’s millage request is similar to the 
last in as much as the amount of millage 
being asked for. Deleted is the five years, 
with this request for one year.

Snow Fleas 
Sited In Area 


by Willard Bosserman 

County Extension Director 

It's that time again when the 
wind is apt fo drift piles of soaiy 
looking material around your 
door step. The material upon 
closer examination turns out to 
be tiny black insects. They are 
snow fleas. 

| usually get two or three calls 
a year from someone who has 
been blessed with these not too 
becoming little pests. There is 
nothing you can do to prevent 
them. They are carried by the 
wind. Even though the insects 
are feared in marshy areas, the 
wind can carry them for miles 
once they are airborne. 

They don't do any harm. but 
who hkes to have a bunch of 
piack sooty iooking insects on 
their doorstep? 

If they aren't bothering any- 
thing, you can just wait until 
another strong wind comes up 
and blows them away. However. 
if they ara around your door ang 
aet into the house you may 
want to take some kind of 
action. Unfortunately they come 
at the time of the year when the 
temperature 1s low and insec- 
ticides don't work so go7d, For 
insecticides to work their best 
the temperature should be 
above 50 degrees. Sometimes 
the pests come around when 
there is snow on the ground. 
They make quite a contrast with 
the white snow 

The first line of attack if they 


the house is to vacuum them 
and burn the contents of the 
vacuum cleaner, oF put them on 
the compost pile and cover 
whem up 

Maiathion or one 
household insect sprays can be 
used after you have vacuumed 
all that you can. realize that the 
insecticide may not do much for 
you. except in the heat of the 
day 

If you are next to be blessed 
with a drift of snow fleas. don't 
panic. Wait for a more favorabie 
wind or start your own Clean-up 
project

For State Hunters 


LANSING — Prospects tor 
deer-nunting archers !oo0k ex- 
cellent this year and firearm 
deer hunters also can expect a 
good season. 

David A. Arnold, Department 
of Natural Resources’ wiidlife 
specialist, says there are slight- 
ly over one million deer in the 
state right now, with 25 percent 
of the animals located in the 
Upper Peninsula. 

“tt should be a fine year for 
deer hunting in Michigan,” he 
says. “In the Upper Peninsula, 
the south central area has the 
heaviest deer population. tn the 
Lower Peninsula, most deer will 
be found in a diagonal band 
stretching from Lake and New- 
aygo counties northeast to 
Oscoda and Alpena counties.” 

“This years acorn crop is 
good and the deer wil! be in the 
uplands during hunting sea- 
son,” he says. 

Last year, 10,220 deer were 
taken statewide by archers. 
That tied a 1974 state record 
when 7.8 percent of the state's 
archery deer hunters 
home with a deer.

At that 
time it ends, temporarily, for 
the start of firearm deer season, 
November 15 through 30. The 
archery deer season than re- 
sumes Statewide December 1.

Arnold also reminds muzzle- 
loaders that their statewide sea-

powder. 
As for the firearm deer 
season, Arnold expects this 


year to be one of Michigan's 
better seasons. 

“A lot depends on the hunting 
conditions, since it's only a two - 
week season," Arnold points 
cut. "Oy ut a weo'r ee te) tokyo owe have 
a good chance of ‘setting a 
record.” 

Last year, 88,000 bucks were 
taken by firearm hunters, mak- 
ing it the third highest total on 
record. The total deer harvest 
last year was 105,000, eighth 
highest on record. 

"This season the total will 
probably be higher,” Arnold 
says. 

He bases that estimate partly 
on the number of Hunter's

In discharging this obfigation 
the Prosecutor is required to review all criminal complaints filed 
with his oftice by officers ef the various police agencies and private 
citizens 

tf after a review of the facts ang cucumstances surrounding 
each complaint, the Prosecutor determines tnat a ciime has. in 
fact, been committed. the Prosecutor will issue a Complaint and 
Warrant for the arrest af the person accused, The Case then 
proceeds through the Court system ta final disposition 

Among his other responsibilities and duties the County 
Prosecutor: 1) 18 chairman of the County Gur Board. 2) is the civil 
attorney forthe County and for the State as to any action invowing 
the State vathin his particular county. 3.18 responsible forge ving 
opinions when required by civil officers acting in the: offi 
capacities, 4) is responsible for Prosecuting fish and game t 
violations. 5) orders inquests and autopsys in appropriate cir 
cumstances. 6) enforces the varivus cauety ordinances and 7) 
represents the Department of Social Services in its efforts to collect 
support money trom errant parents in an attemnt to reduce welfare 
abuse and expense

Election time is yet a year away. but 
to listen to the wails of some political 
observers. you'd think it was right 
around the corner.

Scenic River, along with other 
state rivers and some 50 plus 
more throughout the country. 
This should be of great concern, 
not only to the property owners 
along the AuSable. but also to 
everyone paying taxes, as the 
river property naw constitutes 
25% of the county's current 
valuation. 

This matter came to our at- 
tention upon reading an article 
in the Bay City Times, Monday, 
August 8. 1977. it quoted Larry 
Hunter, Crawtord County Equal- 
ization Director, who expressed 
the local government's concern 
about the Wild and Scenic River 
program. Quoting from the 
article “it adapted and funded 
by Congress. property now 
existing along the river would 
be purchased. But present 
owners could continue to utilize 
homes. lodges and cottages 
untii they deteriorate. Under 
provisions now being studied, 
owners could not make property 
repar’s {9 perpetuate use of 
their cabins. homes or lodges. 
And eventually the river would 
be free of dwellings and would 
return {to it’s natural state.” 

We have read copies of Fupiic 
Law 90-542 90th Congress $119, 
October 2, 1968 and the Au- 
Sable and Manistee Rivers Wild 
and Scenic Rivers Studies, US 
Department of Agriculture, Fo- 
rest Service. Huron-Manistee 
National Forest, Cadillac. These 
contain ambiquous wording and 
are ambitious, autocratic, ideal- 
istic and most impractical i- 
deas. 

Although, it is denied. we 
cannot help but think that this 
could be another land grab 
similar to the Sleeping Bear 
Dunes National Lakeshore Park. 
which according to the July 
1977 Michigan Out-of-Doars, is 
under financed and under staff- 
ed - some residents still are 
unpaid and there are insufficient 
funds to build. develop and 
rnaintain the area. 

lt is our understanding that 
an open meeting is planned in 
February 1978, making it almost 
impossible for many of the 
Property Owners along the Au- 
Sable to attend. as some are 
retirees and do not spend their 
winters here. Perhaps if enough 
pressure is brought to bear, this 
meeting can be delayed until 
mid May or June, thus giving 
those most affected a chance to 
voice their objection to a 
government take over. 

We have written to Governor 
William Milliken, Philip Ruppe. 
US Congressman. Robert Davis. 
State Senator and Ralph Ost- 
ling, State Representative. Ost- 
ling has replied and statod that 
he ig “in strong opposition to 
any take over of land by the 
Federal government or the 
State”. 

We are grateful to the Editor 
of the Crawford County Ava- 
anche for printing this and ihus 
bringing the matter to the at- 
tention of the Citizens of Craw- 
ford County. We are retired and 
live at Lovells on the North 
Branch and want to keep our 
home and property.

An ordinance to create and establish a township group 
insurance plan covering hospitalization, medical and surgical 
service for certain classes of township officers and employees and 
their dependents and to authorize the township supervisor and the 
township clerk to contract, in the name of the township, for such 
olan: to define those classes of officers and emp!oyees who shall 
be covered by such group insurance plan; to set forth the respective 
per centum shares with Frederic Township and the officers and 
employees shall contribute to the premium or charges arising under 
such group insurance plan and to further provide for the deduction 
of cantributions from officers’ and employees’ compensation: to 
provide a method for noncoverage of an officer or employee of the 
group insurance plan; to ratify and confirm the validity of any group 
insurance plan in existence on the effective date of this ordinance: 
and to repeat all ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict 
herewith. 

THE TOWNSHIP OF FREDERIC ORDAINS: 

Section |. 

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the ‘Frederic 
Township Group Insurance Plan Ordinance.” 

Seciion i. 

Pursuant to Act #27 of the Public Acts of 1960. as amended, 
the Township of Frederic hereby creates and establishes a group 
insurance plan covering hospitalization. medical and surgical 
service for its officers and employees enumeraied herein. and their 
dependents, and for such purposes, also hereby authorizes the 
township supervisor and the township clerk to contract, in the 
name of the township, subject to approval of the township board, 
with any company authorized to transact such business within the 
State of Michigan for such group insurance policies. 

Section Ill. 

The group insurance pian created, established and contracled 
for under this ordinance shall cover each person within the 
following classes of officers and employees and shall also cover 
the dependents of such person: 

A. All members of the township board. 

B. All township constables. 

C. All township employees who are employed for more than 
twenty (20) hours per week on a regular basis 

Section IV. 

The Township of Frederic shail annually contribute 100 per 
cenium of that portion of the premium er charges under such 
hospitalization, medical and surgical service insurance contract for 
each person within the class of persons enumerated in Section NI 
hereof. Such township contribution shall be secured from the 
general fund of the township Each person within such class Shall 
be responsible for the remainder of the premium or charges not 
paid for by the township and the township treasurer is hereby 
authorized to deduct the same from such person's pay, salary or 
compensation to apply to such person's responsibility. Any person 
desiring not to be so covered shali give written notice to the 
township clerk that he desires not to be insured or covered. and if 
the notice is received before the person has become insured or 
covered under the contract. he shall not be covered thereunder. If 
the notice is received after the individual has become insured oar 
covered, his coverage under the contract shall cease as provided for 
in the contract. 

Section V.

This ordinance shail be Known and cited as the Township of 
Frederic, Anti-Noise Ordinance. 
Section ii. Purpose. 
The purpose of this ordinance is ta requtate, limit and restrict 
noise upon premises. public or private that may be injurious to the

B. The fatlowing noises and disturbances are hereby declared 
to be a violation of this ordinance; provided, however. that the 
specifications of the same is not thereby to be construed to exclude 
other violations of this ordinance not specifically enumerated: 

(1) The sounding of any horn or signal device on any 
automobile, motorcycle. bus. or other vehicle for any purpose other 
than to avoid an accident or collision. 

(2) The playing of any radio. phonograph or any musical 
instrument in such 2 manner or with such volume as to annoy or 
disturb the quiet, comfort or repose of any persons in the vicinity. 

(3) Yelling. shouting, hooting or singing on the public streets 
between the hours of 11:00 n.m and 7:00 am. or at any time or 
place $0 as to annoy or disturb the quiet, comfort or repose of other 
persons, 

(4) The keeping of any animal, bird or fowf which emanates 
frequent or extended noise which shall disturb the quiet. comfort or 


-- ‘repose of any person in the vicinity: 


(5) The operation of any automobile. motorcycle or other 
vehicle so out of repair, So loaded or constructed as to cause loud 
and unnecessary grating. grinding, rattling, exhausting, or other 
noises disturbing to the quiet, comfort. or repose of other persons. 

(6) The operation of any loud noise emanating devices except 
upon special permit from the Township Board for the purpose of 
giving notice of the time to begin or stop work or as a warning of 
fire or other danger. or for other purposes deemed necessary for the 
safety and welfare of the public. 

{7) The discharging outside of any enclosed building of the 
exhaust of any steam engine, internal combustion engine, motor 
vehicle. or motor boat engine except through a muffler or other 
similar device which will effectively prevent loud or explosive 
noises resulting therefrom. 

(8) The erection, excavation, demolition, alteration or repair of 
any building or premises in any district or section of the township 
including the streets and highways therein, in such a manner as to 
emanate noise or disturbance unreasonable annoying to other 
persons, other than between the hours of 6:00 a.m. and sundown, 


except in cases of urgent necessity, in the interest of public health - 


and safety, and upan receipt of a permit therefor from the 
supervisor of the township. which permit shall limit the period that 
the activity may continue. 

(9) The emissicn or creation of any excessive noise on any 
street which unreasonably interferes with the operation of any 
schooi, church, Jibrary. hospital or court. 

(10) The creation of any loud excessive noise, unreasonably 
disturbing to other persons in the vicinity in cannection with the 
loading or unigading of any vehicle. trailer, box car, or other carrier. 
or in connection with the opening or destruction of bales. boxes, 
crates or other containers. 

(11) The use of any drum, loudspeaker, or other instrument or 
devide for the purpose of attracting attention to any performance, 
show, sale or display of merchandise which. by creation of such 
noise, shall be unreasonable disturbing to other persons in the 
vicinity. except upon receipt of a permit therefor from the 
supervisor of the township. 

(12) The operation of any race track. proving ground. testing 
area, or obstacle course for motorcycles, motor vehicles, boats, 


tacers. automobiles or vehicles of any kind or nature in any area of © 


the township not specifically zoned for such an operation and/or 
where the noise emanating therefrom would be unreasonably 
disturbing and annoying to other persons in the vicinity. except 
upon receipt of a permit therefor from the supervisor of the 
township. 

{13} Permits issued by the supervisor of the township shall 
specify location, time, date. duration and type of activity permitted. 
The maximum duration of the permit shall be seven (7) days. 

(14, All complaints stiail ve signed by the complaining party or 
parties and a copy of the same shall be kept on file in the township 
supervisor's office. 

C. None of the prohibitions hereinbefore enumerated shall 
apply to any of the following: 

(1) Any police vehicle, ambulance, fire engine or emergency 
vehicle wh:le engaged in necessary emergency activities. 

(2) Excavation or repair of bridges, streets or highways by or 
on behalf of the Township of Frederic, State of Michigan. or County 
of Crawford. between the hours of 6:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. when 
the public welfare, safety and convenience render it impossible to 
perform such work during other hours. 

Section IV. Enforcement 

The Township Board shail so designate by resolution the 
person or persons to investigate, enforce and prosecute on behalf 
of the township the provisions of this ordinance. 

Section V. Validity. 

The several provisions of this ordinance are declared to be 
separate and the holding of any court that any section or provision 
thereof is invalid shall not affect or impair the validity of any other 
section or portion 

Section VI. Penalties For Violation. 

Any person, firm or corporation found violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall, upon conviction, be punished by 
a fine of not to exceed One hundred ($100.00) dollars. or by 
imprisonment not to exceed ninety (90) days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment at the discretion of the court. Each day that a 
violation shall cantinue shall constitute a separate offense. The 
Provisions of this ordinance may also be enforced by suit for 
injunction, damages, or other appropriate jegal action. 

Section Vil. Effective Date. 

This ordinance shall take effect on 11-21-77. All ordinances or 
Paiis Of undinanves iu Conte Hoiewiih ave hereby fepcated.
